Sicing at the Supreme, “Court 
(| yesterday in Admiralty Jurisdiction, 
with the Harbour’ Master as 
assessor, the: Chief ' Justice (Sir 
I Henry Gollan) reserved’ judgment 
after hearing counsel for both sides 
in.the action brought against the 
motor ship Ermland. The plaintiff, 
n Chinese. junk owner, claimed 
95,000 og damages for the loss of 
hia junk consequent on a collision 
with the defendant ship off Waglan. 
on March 25, 1929, 

‘Mr. C. G. Alabaster, K.C., ap: 
peared .for the.,plaintiff and. Mr. 
F. C. Jenkin for the owners of tho 
Ermland.- 

In his final address, Mr, Jenkin 
said that the defendant. was not 
legally called upon to say how the 
junk was heading. . The all-import- 
ant question was the relative 
courses ‘of the two vesséls prior to 
and at. the time of collision, He 
submitted that ‘the course -of the 
Ermland was, ‘beyond controversy 
practically south-east, anduhe would 
ask his Lordship to reject the evi- 
dence of the junk witnesses for the 
reason that they were ‘ hopelessly 
at sen *’ na to their own course. 

It the Ermland was going south- 
cast and tho junk was' going north- 
west, ib waa obvious that. no colli- 
sion could have taken’ place because 
the, vessels would have been on 
parallel) courses, ' 

Referring to Kau Chau Island,, 
stated by junk witnesses to be east 
of Wagland, from which place they 
sct their-course horth-west, for Hong 
Kong, counsel pointed’ out that the 
islind was not marked on any of 


‘the charts of this important trade 


sroute. Assuming, there was an 
‘island of that name, counsel sab- 
‘mitted that the junk ‘could not leave 
that spot on a north-west course 
and get .to the place where the 
collision” took place. | The ,, junk 
could not have been ‘on a north-west 
course beeause the evidence «was 
that’ the fog. signal’ ‘from Wnhglan 
struck the junk on the port bow. 
On, the contrary the jank was-on a 
north-cast course necording to the 
evidence of the ship’s officers. 

After ‘conferring on the point with 

the assessor, his Lordship remarked 
that the direction as’ given by the 
junk would have taken them, nbout 
seven and a half,miles to the north- 
cast’ of where the collision - took, 
place. 
Dealing’ with the allegations 
brought against the ship, Mr. 
Jenkin’ argued that.there waa no 
foundation’ for any of them. In the 
first place the junk did. not sound 
any ‘fog signn) until after’ she" was" 
sighted. Secondly, they carried no’ 
lights which wns contrary to. re- 
gulations, and thirdly, the junk 
went about, making the ¢ollision 
inevitable. 

Tn conclusion Mr. Jenkin snid 
that the plaintiff had wholly failed 
in their task of nroving that the 
defendant was to blame, -

mado it perfectly 
ship’s , officers | had not. seen the 
alleged manquvre of the junk. He 
submitted that the ship was wrong 
in porting the |helm,” which carried 
it in the direction of the junk in- 
stead of. away from. it.
